Thi.'^ is the Ihlh amiivcrsiiry of this Association and during ih 
existence tiiere have been many occasions when market conditicii' 
have been dc[)re^sed, but I venture to l>ebcvc 1 am correct in saymg, 
the financial outkx-ik, so far as the Surma V- alley is concerned, 
never been worse than at present. The cause is readily detcnmnul, 
over production -by all producing countries, the London stocks 
surplus tea having now risen to nearly bO,l)t)0,tH)O lbs., and tiie 
average price realised for the past season’s low and medium grabr 
down tc as much as <>/. [X'r pound Ix^low the corresponding vabu 
of a year ago, To overcome this disastrous position is a problem .if 
difficult solution. 

As many of >'Ou are aware a scheme of Crop RcstrictKm i - 
cxercising the mgenuitv .if London. Calcutta and affihand 
Associations, imt the devising ot a practical jilan acce[)tablc to .ill 
producers bristles with difficulties, so far as your Committee ar 
aware, no definite line . f action has, as yet, been arrived at. It e 
felt unlcr;S Russia rc enters the market, or untd such time a^, dema!’.'! 
exceeds supplies, tlic only ki'-ting cure, we cannot IcKik for j)!* ' 
[icrous times as prices must continue to rule Ix'low tlie ■ 

production.

Uitli the conditions of lea garden labour, and it u sincerely to lx: 
licjK'd that in due course their findings may ix such to help 
those engaged m the Industry to obtain greater freedom in 
urnntinent of Labour.

When 1 had tlie privilege of adtiressing jou last year, the 
liuptossion was conveyed, we were within iueasural>le distance ot 
d'tainmg a Bill to ameiul Ait \M, llardiy had this pivmouncoment 
^•ccti made when we were informt'd that tlie revision iM Act \ I had 
'<<■11 p.ostixmcd in view of the R<\val (ommissiou on i.aUuir As 
enilx>died in its rofereiiec “Ret. rmtinenl of l .iUnn” — one of llie 
'I'ecific jxnnts for investigation, it was fiardly possible under the 
‘ nriimstanccs for tlie (lovernmenl * f India to proceed wi'h jiro- 
i" als for legisliihoii. It is unde^stl;H^d tlu' ConunisMon will .igain 
'"‘t India next cold weather and having regard \o the wide scope 



of reference some coni^uierable time must ola])sc Ix’forc their 
and reconirnendations will he disclosed m their rcjwrt. Until tlirn 
we must exercise patience, and continue to ix\ir the inlliction of .jn 
obsolete Act which we maintain makes recruiting costly, and tampi.r- 
with the free movement of Labour. 

Political protection .—This idea emanated from London, \\;k 
J igrced to by Calcutta and matured in Assam. I do not propose !<■ 
expound the fundamental objects, but reference to it is actuated hv 
the desire to introduce Mr, Roffey, wlio lias accepted the appomi- 
nient. Mr. Roffey, as many of you are probably aware, lias Iieo! 
practising as a solicitor in Assam for over a quarter of a centurv, 
has been Secretary of the Assam Branch, Indian Tea Association, 
for many years and has also represented the Industry on tie 
Legislative Assembly and Ass;im Council, He commands tin- 
confidence of Europeans and Indians at Council Meetings, and in> 
Association witii the Bar endows Inm with clo(juonce in lu' 
speeches. 

I hese laclurs and emil muity cf ^^ervice carry with them cuniuia- 
tive and valuable experience, an impurtaiit asset to the Iiidustiv. 
and i think we are extreniel)- fortunate m liaving secured Mr 
Roffey 's service:, m tiiese critical times. As 1 feel Mr. Roffey will 
wish to address you personally as regards his position, 1 will ii 'i 
pursue this subje-et further, but nc\crllieiess the hnancial aspect ui 
connection with Boiiticai work Lamiut be lost sight of, and te> meei 
the Branch’s Iiabilitie:^ your Cumiaittee, witii C alcutta's appro’. ai- 
ha\e reluctantly liad to eiiliance the rate of subscrijition to ann<i:' 
per acre of tea under cultivatJon.

'Viupatliv, and as it app('ars to many <\\perienced planters that 
Iku'ds arc becoming not onh- of more frequont i ncurrence but ol 
greater severity, I am jileased to inform you. the Government of 
As^ain have resjxmdcd to the Association’s request and have 
O'nslituted a Committee of enquiry. We shall await their findings 
witli interest, but gentlemen, my own personal opinuui is that no 
engineering l>ody in the world could, or ever, w ill be able to contrvd 
the abnormal volume of water sueli as was expenenred last June, 

Your Association feel strongly however that s^Mue facilities such 
c-'i a wireless station in Silchar, and a motor Ixaat to assist the Police 
ui the cxccutioivof their duty would contribute great Iv lo relieve 
iUixicty, and cxjx'ditc rescue work in the event of a recurrence. We 
licit the Government's favourable consideration lo these |>oints, 

hope the Assam-Rengal Railway appreciate the fact that the 
l^ilchar godown is wtH under flood level, and that some stops will 
have to lx‘ taken to raise it. Occasional flooding in the future is not 
ii'iprobable, but sliip|K'rs whll not and cannot ex|xTted attribute 
dieir loss an “Act of God” w’hen a'msignments of tea are in tiu’ 
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Rail wav godown unless the Almighty ordains the high water mark 
of last \ ear is to I’te exceeded. 

The Agent of the Line who has honoured us with a \ isit to-<Lv, 
inav be able to give us his assurance some action will l>e taken I 
congratulate him and his staff on the rapnlly with which they re- 
establish communications under phenomenal and very tr\iuc; 
conditions. 

Road Board v-heeL of the Road Board continue to grin i 
slowly but there is something to be said in mitigation of it. 
inactivities as the prograimne of the Board has l)een subjected t-. 
drastic reduction, due to the devastating floods of June last, .iin! 
many works on the main road system have had to In' postponed -n 
account of cost, 

The new road from Rataban to Monacherra, the prinrip.i' 
artery Ixtwcen Cachar and S\’lhet. and which was sanctioned b\ rLt- 
Beard last year, has been deleted from the programme but ii>o 
project has not been lost sight of, and is, I understand, to f>c br('>ti;jl;i 
u[) again at the next Road Board Meeting. 

The Sylhct-Jantiapur, Sylhct-Lompanyganj, Kuiaur:i- 
Brahmanbazar, Lnlabazar and Katlichcrrn, Banskandi-I.aklni :i' 
reads arc in process of metalling, and jm adriiiion miles M 
Shaistaganj and approximalely two miles in the Silchar Mumcipu'c v 
at an estimated cost of six lakhs. 

Embodied in the j'lrograrnmc is tlie bridging and W'idening 
the Kulaura-Juri, juri-Phultola, Sylhet-Sherpur, Boamara Brifiw- 
Xilarnbazar, and other roads at an estimated lost cT a[i[jroxiiiiatt Iv 
20 lakhs.

Taking these two sets of figures into consideiation the effect ■ ! 
coarse plucking in lowering the quality of the bulk of the leaf 
becomes very evident. It good quality tea is to be made fine pluck- 
ing is necessary, that is to say, plucking two leaves and a bud; and 
it is perhaps as well if I define a bud. So soon as a bud is opened 
so that it IS flat it can then no longer loc considered as a bud must 
be judged as a leaf as it is then performing all the functions of a 
leaf. This eliminates from consideration such terms as unopened 
bud. By fine plucking I mean 2 opened leaves and one rolled bud, 
It Is of course impossible on a garden to obtain plucking that c<'ii- 
sists wholly of two lea.ves and a bud. The following pluckukk 
figures obtained at locklai indicate what may be obtained umkr 
strict plucking conditions.

Crawford of Lallaclicrra. and several other planters accompanied 
die Deput)' ( oiiiuiissioncr to the Reserve in the \ ear 1917 if L 
reiiieiiiber aright^ iu see tlie [)lacc’. It had bern found that the 
lands were most buitablc for d'ea cultivation and there wa- very 
little timU^r on them, and as such the i'orest Department could not 
g<'t any decent revenue out ot the same.
